Open House Sunday for care unit 


An open house for the new Lompoc Hospital Convalescent and Residential 
Care unit will be Sunday from 1 to 5 p.m. 
The public is invited to visit the new facility at Walnut and Third Streets 
which is today receiving the finishing touches. Construction began in July 1974. 
Total cost is estimated at $1,560,949. 
The hospital hopes to start admitting patients on August 22. Currently there 
are $6 patients in the long-term care unit of the hospital that will be moved to 
the new facility. After they are transferred the facility will start admitting new 
patients. 
According to a spokesman for the hospital district there is expected to be a 
strong demand for the services offered. There is already a long waiting list of 
would-be patients. 


According to Ken Wicks, Lompoc Hospital District Administrator, the new 
facility has been financed principally by a $1.5 million bond issue authorized in 
1972. 
It has 27,435 square feet of space. The facility will have 50 beds in the skilled 
nursing care area and plans to have 11 beds in intermediate care and 13 for 
residential care. 
Dr. Rod Hamer is the medical director while Mrs. Carol Anderson is director 
of patient care. The convalescent center will be staffed by about .40 people. 
The daily rates set for the current year are: $27 for private skilled nursing 
service; $25 for semi-private skilled nursing service; $16 for private in­ 
termediate care and $14 for semi-private intermediate care. Private residen­ 
tial care is $600 a month and semi-private residential care $400. 
County employes' union attempts 
to de-certify Employes' Assn.

The AFL-CIO Service Employees 
International Union moved Tuesday to 
have the County Employes Assn. de­ 
certified as a recognized employe 
bargaining unit for classifications in­ 
volving some 1,000 members of the in­ 
dependent employe association. 
Len Roders, general manager of Local 
620 of the SEIU, said circulation of peti­ 
tions is under way initially at the County 
Administration Building and the County 
Courthouse with the de-certification 
drive to become countywide. 
Aim of the SEIU is to represent the ap­ 
proximate 1,000 or more employes in the 
association’s major two bargaining units 
which include non-supervisory ad­ 
ministrative, technical, office and health 
services employes representative unit, 
and the non-supervisory craftsmen, 
technician and maintenance services 
employes bargaining unit, said Roders. 
Roders said Local 620 is seeking to get 
a signup of at least 30 per cent of the 
persons whose jobs are classified within 
the two association bargaining units. 


Certification of the petition would 
mean the State Conciliation Service 
would be called on to conduct a special 
election to determine whether the SEIU 
or the association would be bargaining 
agent for these employes. Once an 
employe group is certified to bargain for 
a group of employes, it can then go about 
signing them as dues-paying members. 


There has been intense rivalry 
between these two largest county 
employe groups for more than a year, 
with the comparatively new SEIU whittl­ 
ing away at the association’s powers. 
The warfare was climaxed last spring 
when the SEIU won a major victor over 
the association by winning representa­ 
tion over some 550 non-supervisory 
county clerical personnel along with 
Probation Department, Mental Health 
Services, and county hospital support 
workers. 
The ill-feeling continued during a 
strike called during the late spring by the 
SEIU against original county proposals 
for a zero pay boost. 
Roders in a news letter accompanying 


the petitions being circulated reminded 
county employes that association 
members refused to support the SEIU 
walkout and crossed picket lines then got 
the benefit of a five per cent pay boost 
won by the strikers. 
Roders in the news letter quoted a 
newspaper account in which County Ad­ 
m inistrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson assertedly told a county super­ 
visor that the association would not be a 
problem during any SEIU strike and 
merely wanted a guarantee they would 
get at least everything that the county 
gave to any other organization. 


Johnson was on vacation and was not 
available to comment on this statement. 
Likewise, Hugh Oliver, association 
president, was also vacationing and un­ 
able to be reached for comment. New as­ 
sociation general manager Michael 
Kilgore was in conference and could not 
be contacted to discuss the SEIU move 
against his group. 
The necessary petition signatures 
must be obtained by the end of 
September for an election to be called. 
New Portugal political plan told 


LISBON, Portugal (U PI) - Gen. Otelo 
Saraiva de Carvalho, Portugal’s security 
chief, today unveiled a radical political 
action plan that accused the Com­ 
munists, the Armed Forces Movement 
and the non-Communist parties of being 
out of step with Portugal’s revolutionary 
process. 
“ These faults have led to the peoples’ 
open opposition to the AFM,” the docu­ 
ment said. “ This increasing discontent 
has been exploited by the reactionaries 
who have been able to provoke an escala­ 
tion of violence.” 
Carvalho presented the plan at an

emergency meeting of 100 key military 
commanders called to seek a solution to 
the widespread anti-Communist rioting 
that has nit more than 50 Portuguese 
cities and towns and growing dissension 
within the military. 
The proposal called for an antiparty 
Populist Movement to resolve the 
current political crisis and street 
violence that has killed six persons and 
injured more than 70 in the past three 
weeks. 
The far left newspaper Republica, 
which first published the proposal, said 
the plan was drawn up by a group of of­ 
ficers in the military security forces and 
that Carvalho accepted the need for an 
alternative to the manifesto issued by 
nine moderate officers. 
The moderates led by former Foreign 
Minister Maj. Melo Antunes proposed 
the government junk its‘decision to turp 
Portugal into a Soviet-style Communist 
state. 
“ The proposal presented (by Antunes) 
would lead to the recuperation by the 
right, giving it the chance to destroy the 
revolution,” the Carvalho proposal said. 
The 100 officers meeting with Carvalho 
represented all major military units in 
Portugal and it was obvious that a power 
struggle involving the Communists, the 
far left and the moderates was gaining 


momentum. At heart of the matter was 
the moderates efforts to oust pro- 
Communist Premier Vasco Goncalves, 
architect of the efforts to turn Portugal 
into a Communist state. 
Before today’s emergency meeting 
angry crowds in the northern city of 
Viseu wrecked the headquarters of six 
more Marxist parties, the offices of two 
Communist-controlled unions and two 
shops owned by known Communists in 
the second night of rioting there. 


Carvalho made his move amid reports 
that more than 80 per cent of the officers 
in the armed forces have endorsed the 
moderates’ proposal to halt the drift 
toward a Communist state.

Kidnap 
victim may 
be buried 


YORKTOWN HEIGHTS, N Y. (U PI) 
— Samuel Bronfman II, heir to the $1.7- 
billion Seagram liquor fortune who 
reportedly was kidnaped, has been “ bu­ 
ried” and has only enough air and water 
for 10 days, according to news reports to­ 
day. 
Radio station WCBS and the New York 
Daily News quoted sources close to the 
case as saying the kidnapers may be 
demanding as much as $4.5 million for 
Bronfman’s safe return. 


A fam ily spokesman, Charles 
Leedham, declined comment Tuesday on 
the reports. He said the Bronfmans are 
not “ going to get into denying everything 
that comes along piecemeal.” 


The reports said the kidnapers told the 
family the youth is “ buried” somewhere 
in Westchester County — north of New 
York City — with only enough “ water 
and air for 10 days.” 


Bronfman, 21, has been missing since 
early Saturday. His car was found with 
keys in the ignition at the home he 
shared with his divorced mother in 
Purchase, N.Y. 


Authorities said Bronfman’s father 
received an hysterical telephone call 
from his son at about 2 a.m. Saturday 
saying three men had blindfolded and 
kidnaped him.

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
has indicated Israel is willing to 
withdraw from the strategic Mitla Pass 
in the Sinai Desert and pull back up to 32 
miles from the Suez Canal in a new 
peace pact with Egypt. 
“ I do not view such an agreement as 
dangerous, and anyone trying to define a 
proposed withdrawal as a disaster for 
the state is only sowing panic,” he told 
members of a kibbutz in the Negev 
Desert in southern Israel late Tuesday 
In Washington, Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger summoned Israeli Am­ 
bassador Simcha Dinitz to a meeting 
Tuesday night to give him the latest 
Egyptian response to Israeli peace 
proposals. 
Rabin said a second troop withdrawal 
pact will mean Israel’s new defense line 
will be from 25 to 32 miles from the 
canal, pushing Israeli forces back into 
the desert another 19 miles from where 
they now stand. It would put them 156 
miles west of the pre-1967 Middle East 
war frontier, he said. 
Israeli forces are now an average 13 
miles east of the canal on a defense line 
established following implementation of 
the first troop disengagement agreement 
in March, 19ff4. 
Rabin's description of the new defense 
line would mean, at minimum, a com­ 
plete Israeli pullout from the Mitla Pass 
but retention of a foothold at the eastern 
end of the Gidi Pass north of the Mitla. 
Israel regards both mountain passes as 
highly strategic. 
Rabin’s statement marked the first of­ 
ficial disclosure of where the new 
defense line might be established. Israel 
is seeking $150 million dollars from the 
United States to help construct it. 
The prime minister also said a signifi­ 
cant change had taken place with regard 
to the duration of a second interim ac­ 
cord since the collapse of Kissinger- 
mediated 
negotiations in March and 
resumption of the talks in late June. 


Israeli officials have said the agree­ 
ment would last up to three years. 


One of the key obstacles to concluding 
a pact in March was Egypt's insistence 
the agreement not run for more than a 
year. 
From the present Israeli line, it is 
about 20 miles to the eastern end of the 
Mitla and about 38 miles to the eastern 
end of the Gidi. 
In northern Sinai near the Mediterra­ 
nean coast, a further Israeli withdrawal 
of 25 miles would put the beginning of the 
north-south defense line at Nahal Yam. 
It would run southwest to the Abu Rudeis 
oil fields on the Gulf of Suez. 


Dinitz refused to discuss the nature of 
the Egyptian response relayed through 
Washington but repeated an earlier 


statement that the fact negotiations 
were continuing was a “ good sign.” 
A top level Israeli delegation, led by 
Dinitz, Tuesday began the first of 
several daily meetings with Under 
Secretary of State for Political Affairs 
Joseph Sisco to draft language of a new 
agreement for later submission to 
Egypt. 


Kissinger 
knew of 
no plots 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Secretory of 
State Henry Kissinger says he knows 
nothing about assassination plots during 
the time he served Richard Nixon A 
Senate panel has subpoenaed some of the 
former President’s records and may try 
to take testimony from him 
Kissinger told reporters after testify­ 
ing before the Senate select committee 
on intelligence Tuesday “ there was no 
policy to assassinate any foreign of­ 
ficials or leaders or any plot to assas­ 
sinate any foreign leaders” during the 
time he was Nixon’s national security 
adviser and later secretary of state. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, the panel 
chairman, appeared satisfied. But he 
said the committee still wants to hear 
from Nixon or to see some of his papers 
because he is “ the best witness to ad­ 
ministration policies that took place 
while he was president." 
The committee was particularly in­ 
terested in CIA activities in Chile from 
1970 until 1973, during which time 
Chilean Army Chief of Staff Gen. Rene 
Schneider was assassinated and Marxist 
President Salvador AUende was 
overthrown and died in a military coup 
Church said Kissinger was called in so 
the committee could “ know what policy 
was in Chile and how it was transmitted 
through the CIA.” He said “ his presence 
here should not be interpreted that L? 
himself was ever involved in any plot to 
assassinate any foreign figure.” 
Church said the committee had also 
“ extended an invitation” to Nixon to 
testify but that because indications were 
the former President would decline, two 
subpoenas were issued for certain of his 
papers held by the Ford administration. 


White House press secretary Ron Nes- 
sen, in Vail, Colo., said the documents 
Church wants cannot be released 
because of a standing federal court 
injunction issued at Nixon’s request in a 
pending case on ownership of Nixon's 
documents. 


Red Army terrorists said 
to be on mission in Spain 


MADRID (U P I) — Japanese Red 
Army terrorists have crossed into Spain 
on a mission to free jailed radicals — 
possibly by kidnaping tourists or com­ 
mitting some other “ monstrous act,” the 
government newspaper Arriba said to­ 
day. 
Spanish police said they were aware of 
the reports and were watching out for 
the guerrillas. 
Arriba said nine men and four women, 
all reportedly members of the Red 
Army, the tiny extremist group that 
earlier this month claimed responsibility 
for an attack on the U.S. Embassy in 
Malaysia, had slipped into Spain from 
France with plans “ to commit a 
monstrous act, so typical of them, to put 
the Spanish government in a difficult 


situation.” 
It said they might be planning to strike 
against the foreign tourists thronging 
Spanish beach resorts and said their 
“ objective is a bold strike aimed at free­ 
ing jailed members of ETA and FRA P." 
The initials stand for “ Basque 
Hom eland 
and 
L ib e rty ” 
and 
“ Revolutionnary Antifascist and 
Patriotic Front.” two Spanish guerrilla 
groups blamed by police for a string of 
recent bombings, kidnapings and assas­ 
sinations. An estimated 70 suspected 
members of the two groups have been 
captured in the past three months. 
A communique from security police 
headquarters said, however, that there 
was no proof the terrorists had actually 
arrived here. 


City library board 
Ford's clemency board 
accepts new pact 


The Lompoc Library Board of 
Trustees voted last night to recommend 
approval to the City Council of the 1975- 
76 agreement of the County wide Free 
Library System between the county and 
the Lompoc Library Zone Two. 
Annually renewed, the agreement is 
the same as last year’s except the per 
capita rate the county will pay zone two 
has increased from $3.30 to $3.68. 
Under the agreement terms, persons 
living outside the city limits and within 
zone two can use the Lompoc Public 
Library. Also, they may patronize Lom­ 
poc’s Buellton branch. 
With a population figure of 42,969 and 
the $3.68 per capita rate, zone two will 
receive $158,126 as the county’s contribu­ 
tion toward supplying library services in 
zone two. In addition, the county is con­ 
tributing $24,795 toward operation of the 
soon-to-be-built Vandenberg Village 
branch during the 1975-76 fiscal year. 


set to go out of business 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford’s Clemency Board, which has 
processed 75 per cent of the 16.000 eligi­ 
ble applications it received in the past 
year, will be out of business by Sept. 15. 
says its chairman. 
The program “ has succeeded in clos­ 
ing the chapter on Vietnam,” Charles 
Goodell said Tuesday 
“ The board will definitely finish 
processing all of these cases and go out 
of existence by Sept. 15. becoming one of 
the few federal agencies to go out of ex­ 
istence in the short space of one year." 
the former New York senator said at a 
news conference. 
As of Aug. 1. Ford had signed 1,000 
pardons and “ has now begun receiving 
packets of 1,000 or more cases on a 
regular basis.” Goodell said. “ Only 6 per 
cent have received a decision of ‘no 


clemencv’,” according to Goodell. who 
said, “ the President has accepted the 
recommendation of the Clemency Board 
in every instance so far.” 


Goodell was pessimistic about the 
chances of Congress extending the 
clemency program — either Ford's con­ 
ditional program or the granting of un­ 
iversal and unconditional amnesty. 


" I personally feel the program should 
be extended bv Congress.” Goodell said. 
But, “ I don’t think there is going to be 
any further amnesty or clemency.” 


Congress is considering several bills 
that would either extend the Ford 
program or grant an unconditional 
amnesty. But he said there wr*s no 
chance Congress could agree on a bill

Planning department okays 
permit for keeping gators

The County Planning Depart­ 
ment staff has recommended 
approval of the request of a 
Carpintería Valley applicant 
for a conditional use permit for 
two A m erican a llig a to rs 
designed for protection as an 
endangered species. However, 
as a condition for permit ap­ 
proval, it was stated, the paired 
alligators must not be allowed 
to breed. 
The recommendation was to 
go before the Planning Com­ 
mission late Wednesday in con­ 
sidering the permit request 
from applicant Ellen Pilgrim, 
agent for Robert M. Hall, of 256 
Toro Canyon Rd. 
Hall has had his troubles late­ 
ly in regard to the alligators in 
that the County Transportation 
Department has torn down 
signs Hall erected in county 
right-of-way bordering his 
p roperty which called on 
motorists to slow down due to 
presence of alligators in the 
area. 
County zoning o ffic ia ls 
reacted by declaring that Hall 
would need a permit if he was 
harboring alligators, which ac­ 
cording to county ordinances 
need a permit on the grounds 
they are “animals different in 
kind than otherwise permitted” 
without a permit. 
The alligator use permit is 
for Pine Tree Farms, at the 
Toro Canyon Rd address The 
property embraces about one 
acre and zoning is for one-acre 
estate residential. 
The Planning Commission ac­ 
tion on the alligator permit 
request is final unless modified 
by the County Supervisors or an 
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appeal is filed with the super­ 
visors. 
The applicant informed the 
Planning Department that the 
alligators are about four feet 
long, “make virtually no noise 
and have no offensive odor,” 
and that groups of children 
have been entertained by the 
owners for the purpose of study­ 
ing and observing the alligators 
“from an educational stand­ 
point.” 
The Halls are not in the 
business of breeding alligators, 
the county officials were in­ 
formed, and have a license to 
breed which is contingent upon 
the situation of owning both a 
male and a female. 
“Our alligators are not being 
kept for commercial purposes, 
but to protect an endangered 
species and to make it possible 
for them to be studied and 
o b serv ed .” the applicant 
stated. “ We have provided a 
beautiful environment for the 
alligators, it is much cleaner 
and more natural than the com­ 
pounds provided by any zoo.” 
The sta ff w as told the 
alligators are being kept in 
three split level ponds which 
take up about 3,000 square feet. 
The pond size is 35-50 feet long, 
and up to 25 feet in width, and 
up to 4 feet in depth. Water in­ 
lets and outlets are screened 
and th e w a te r recy cled . 
Boulders and plants surround 
the pond. 
The applicant was shown to 
own five contiguous parcels 
with aggregate acreage of 6.% 
acres, and the alligator pond is

76 for Santa Barbara County 
shows an unusual reduction in 
assessed valuations that thus 
far has not been explained, it 
was announced Tuesday by the 
office of County Assessor 
William H. Cook.

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Brown calls oil drilling 
plans 'game of roulette' 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
says planned new oil drilling off 
California’s coast is "a game of 
roulette” with oil companies 
holding the odds and the 
government "in the sucker 
position.” 
After meeting with the Presi­ 
dent Ford’s top expert on of­ 
fshore oil, the governor said 
Tuesday the federal govern­ 
ment’s proposed October lease- 
sale of 16 million acres off 
C a lif o r n ia ’s c o a s t w as 
"precipitous” and added: "At 
the very least, I want some 
protections for California.” 
At a joint news conference, 
U.S. Assistant Interior Secre­ 
tary Royston Hughes, in charge 
of the federal offshore develop­ 
ment, said the program was not 
a "giveaway” and would go 
forward despite objections by 
Brown and other governors. 
Brown said, "in the final 
analysis if the federal govern­ 
ment wants to ride roughshod 
over the people of California, 
they have that option.” 
Frequently 
interrupting 
Hughes, Brown said: "We are 
basically playing a game of 
roulette The odds are held by 
the oil companies because they 
understand the business. They 
have the information and it’s 
the government that is in .the 
sucker position.” 
Hughes countered, "The oil 
business is a specu lativ e 
business. But we don’t think it’s 
a giveaway. I think the govern­ 
ment has an adequate data base 
upon which to judge bids.” 
The governor said he was 
concerned about "potential 
windfall profits to the oil com­ 
panies, environmental hazards 
(and) priority of conservation 
over precipitous development.” 
Brown also noted that some 
oil fields "are adjacent to state 
tracts. If the federal govern­ 
ment puts their straw in they 
may be draining out state oil. * 
Hughes countered Brown’s 
criticisms by announcing that 
the federal government was 
proposing new regulations to 
provide coastal states with in­ 
formation to assist them in as­ 
sessing the onshore impact of 
offshore development.

Liberation Army members had 
stayed at a farm house in 
northeastern Pennsylvania. 
The FBI has been trying to 
find Walter’s brother, radical 
sports figure Jack Scott, for the 
last six months and, in the 
process, has attempted to inter­ 
view his parents and profes­ 
sional basketball player Bill 
Walton, a friend of Jack Scott. 


Summer hikers 


warned of ticks 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Department of Health is 
warning summer hikers to 
beware of the Pajaroello tick 
because it carries a mighty — 
and painful — wallop. 
The departm ent reported 
Tuesday that the ticks bit more 
than 50 fire fighters in nearby 
Colusa County the past week­ 
end and a dozen had to be 
hospitalized for treatment. 
The department said hikers 
should beware of the tick 
because it hides in shaded cool 
places. 
Richard F. Peters, chief of 
the department’s vector control 
section, said the tick can cause 
only itching for some, painful 
inflammation for others and a 
violent reaction for those 
hypersensitive to the bite. 


United Press International 
Missouri Highway Patrol of­ 
ficer Clyde Gardner, who does 
a little farming with his parents 
on the side, screwed up his face 
and put out his hand at a level 
about three feet above the floor. 
"The com stalks are about 
this high,” Gardner said. "The 
ears are like lead pencils, and 
they have about seven kernels 
on them. Dad was going to plow 
it under for green m ulch 
earlier, but the ground was so 
hard he couldn't get a plow in 
it.” 
R elentless heat scorched 
crops in the western corn belt 
Tuesday and knocked the bot­ 
toms out of harvest forecasts. 
Officials in drought-parched 
Missouri and Iowa have criti­ 
cized federal crop reports that 
said the com crop had declined 
but would still be a record. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz has asked American grain 
companies to suspend further 
sales to Russia. But on Tuesday 
the United States and Japan an­ 
nounced an agreement under 
which Japan will continue to 
buy 14 million tons or more of 
American grains and soybeans 
annually for the next three 
years. 
Missouri Agriculture Direc­ 
tor James Boillot held a crop 
disaster meeting Tuesday and 
afterward said he would send a 
telegram to Butz saying Mon­ 


day’s federal harvest predic­ 
tions were too optimistic and 
that Butz should prepare for 
more pessimistic estimates. 
An Iowa agriculture official 
joined Boillot, warning that the 
drought in the midlands has cut 
into corn yields more than 
federal crop reporters think 
James Meimann, assistant to 
Iowa Agriculture Secretary 
Robert Lounsberry, said any 
rain that falls on the state now 
would have little effect on the 
com crop 
"We re certainly of the opi­ 
nion that for most of the com 
(in Iowa) it’s too late,” he said 
in an interview on the Iowa 
radio network. 
Boillot and the M issouri 
agricultural disaster commit­ 
tee urged drought-affected 
counties to press requests for 
federal disaster loans and 
suggested farm ers consider 
turning some of their shriveling 
com into fodder for cattle in­ 
stead of trying to harvest it as 
grain. 
The heat wave shifted slightly 
eastward Tuesday, driving the 
mercury to 101 at St. Louis, 
Mo., — the hottest day in three 
years. 
Temperatures in the 90s in 
the central Plains were a slight 
relief from the 100-plus read­ 
ings of Monday, but still enough 
to wither and wilt crops and tax 
livestock.

In addition to the one death 
already attributed to the 
mosquito-carried disease, doc­ 
tors said three other deaths 
may eventually be blamed on 
the same cause Officials say 12 
persons who have become ill in 
Minnesota and North Dakota 
may have contacted sleeping 
sickness

A D efense D e p a rtm e n t 
spokesmen said the 13 are 
among the roughly 1,500 Viet­ 
namese who have asked to 
return but are still in refugee 
camps in Guam because "the 
Vietnamese government hasn’t 
accepted them.” 
South Vietnam fell to the 
Communists in late April. 
Eilberg said the refugees 
were among 3,000 who made 
their way to Thailand on Viet­ 
nam ese a ircraft. The Thai 
government allowed the planes 


to land but said the refugees 
could not stay.

Sapir will be buried Thursday 
near his home in Kfar Saba, 
northeast of Tel Aviv, following 
a state funeral. His body will lie 
in state in Jerusalem before the 
funeral.

earthquakes 


MENLO PARK, Calif. (UPI) 
— Scientists have failed to 
determine whether the waters 
of the giant Oroville Dam 
triggered a big northern Cali­ 
fornia earthquake Aug. 1 and 
more than 30 aftershocks. 
The U.S. Geological Survey 
said Tuesday night that a 
"culprit” fault, fracture in the 
earth’s crust 10 miles from the 
nation’s biggest earth-filled 
dam, was the cause of the 
temblor. 
Scientists said they reached 
this conclusion from studying 
the zone of the aftershocks and 
a zone of the surface fractures. 
They determined the epicenter 
was five miles under the tiny 
hamlet of Palermo next to the 
community of Oroville. 
The quake caused some $3 
million in damage in Oroville, 
but the dam was not damaged. 
There were no injuries. 
The main shock registered 6.0 
on the Richter scale. Many of 
the aftershocks registered 
m ore than 4.0 with three 
reaching 5.0. 
USGS scientists said the 
aftershocks have been de­ 
creasing. They emphasized, 
however, that assurance could 
not be given that there would 
not be another magnitude 6 or 
even larger in Ihe near future. 
There was a theory that the 
water in the dam was putting 
such a strain on the earth’s sur­ 
face that it was causing quakes. 
The filling of a number of large 
reservoirs in various parts of 
the world has been accom­ 
panied by quakes. 
But the USGS said studies 
have not been able to show the 
water triggered the Aug. 1 jolt. 
The 770-foot high Oroville 
Dam was first filled in 1968 with 
one rather large change of the 
water level reported within the 
past year. 


LUANDA. Angola (UPI) - 
The newspaper Comercio said 
today that Lt. Col. Heitor 
Almendra. Portugal’s military 
commander in Luanda, must 
return from Lisbon to resume 
control of the capital’s opera­ 
tional command to maintain the 
confidence of Portuguese 
troops in Angola. 


With open warfare expected 
at almost any time in Luanda 
among the three warring black 
nationalist factions, white set­ 
tlers were fleeing Angola in in­ 
creasing numbers and Por­ 
tuguese troops were reported 
restless. 


The 24,000-strong Portuguese 
arm y in Angola meanwhile 
were being caught up in the 
power struggle under way in 
Lisbon between moderates and 
leftists in the military. Por­ 
tuguese sources said the troops 
have begun voting on a docu­ 
ment first circulated in Por­ 
tugal urging a regrouping of 
moderate forces to counter the 
Communist drift of the Lisbon 
junta. 


There was no indication when 
the unofficial polling may be 
completed, but they said a vote 
against the governm ent of 
Premier Vasco Goncalves. if 
solid enough, could lead to open 
dissidence among Portuguese 


forces in Angola. 
Melo Antunes. author of the 
manifesto, resigned from the 
Lisbon government in which he 
served briefly as foreign 
m in ister in succession to 
Socialist leader Mario Soares. 
He and eight other moderates 
were ousted from the military 
government over the weekend. 
Portuguese 
administration 
sources said a surge of anti­ 
leftist feeling among troops 
would complicate the independ­ 
ence issue in Angola.

"But he still has to answer to 
them and by dropping out of 
sight for a while, he can come 
out later and say. ‘I did the best 
I could I tried’.”

State Health and Welfare 
Secretary Mario Obledo Tues­ 
day said the federal govern­ 
ment notified him Aug 6 that 
the state "failed to comply in 
every minute detail with cer­ 
tain technical paperwork 
requirements." 
The requirements were stipu­ 
lated under a law which says 
the state must advertise assist­ 
ance programs available and 
ask for comments from the 
public about which ones it 
desires. 
In a telegram to F. David 
Mathews, the new U.S. Health 
and Welfare Secretary. Obledo 
said California flatly would not 
comply with the requirements 
in every detail. He invited 
Mathews to sue the state to 


determine the validity of the 
Brown administration's posi­ 
tion 
By doing so, Obledo said the 
state is risking the loss of 
$700.000 per day in federal 
funds 
Obledo said he would not 
comply with a request by 
federal officials that the state 
spend $65.000 to "readvertise- 
and circulate certain minor and 
obscure technical ‘flaws' in our 
original 500-word public ad of 
May. 1975 
"These so-called ‘flaws, 
which apparently 35 other 
states were also induced into 
making, were approved by the 
very HEW staff that has now 
ordered us to re-do the adver­ 
tising.” Obledo said. 
"As you are aware, compli­ 
ance with such a request will in 
no way protect recipients or 
provide for enhancement of any 
services to the needy." he said 
"In fact, these requirements 
are so obscure, absurd and 


irrelevant that we are not even 
being asked to hold public 
hearings” 
"W e are now allegedly 
technically slightly out of com­ 
pliance despite the fact that we 
mailed out an 18-page summary 
to 5,000 California citizens and 
prepared a plan which is over 80 
pages long and contains more 
than 250,000 words 
"Further, we held 12 public 
hearings throughout the state 
which were not required by you, 
heard testimony from almost 
1,000 persons,” Obledo said 
Now he said "an esoteric 
legal memorandum" told tbe 
state to readvertise and correct 
the "flaws" at a cost of $65.000.

MONTREAL (UPI) - Attor­ 
ney General Edward Levi said 
today he is considering guide­ 
lines which would bar FBI sur­ 
veillance of domestic groups 
u n le ss th e y th r e a te n e d 
violence. 


“ The proposed guidelines 
would limit domestic intelli­ 
gence activities to the pursuit 
of information about activities 
that may involve the use of 
force or violence in violation of 
federal law in specified ways,” 


Levi said 
Electronic surveillance of 
domestic persons and organiza­ 
tions still could be employed 
with a court order, Levi added, 
but only for "full scale” in­ 
vestigations which the FBI 


would report directly to the at­ 
torney general. 
He said buggings and wire­ 
taps could not be used for 
“ limited investigations!” but 
did not define the difference 
between a limited and a full- 
scale investigation 


“The proposed guidelines ac­ 
cept the proposition that in 
limited circumstances careful­ 
ly controlled FBI activity which 
directly intercedes to prevent 
violence is appropriate," Levi 
said in remarks prepared for a 
speech to the annual meeting of 
the American Bar Association. 


Under the proposed guide­ 
lines designed by a committee 
of six lawyers, the attorney 
general “ would have to deter­ 
mine that there is probable 
cause to believe that violence is 
imminent and cannot be pre­ 
vented by arrest before he 
could authorize preventive ac­ 
tion,” Levi said 


In such circumstances, the 
prevention “would have to be 
nonviolent.” Levi said. He said 
this could involve use of infor­ 
mants and open and obvious 
su rv e illa n c e to d issu ad e 
wrongdoing and restrict access 
to the planned crime area. 


The attorney general would 
report regularly to Congress on 
any “preventive action” plans 
he authorized. 


Levi also indicated he would 
oppose requiring a court order 
for wiretaps in the name of 
national security against fo­ 
reign agents.

Defense rests in Little case 


RALEIGH. NC. (UPI) - 
For nearly seven hours Joan 
Little sat on the witness stand, 
fielding often hostile questions 
in a barely audible voice so well 
that when she was through her 
lawyers rested her defense 
Tuesday, at the end of the 
22nd day of her trial for the 
m urder of white Beaufort 
C o u n ty j a i l e r C la re n c e 
Alligood. the defense abruptly 
ended its case 
The prosecution, contending 
the 21-year-old black woman 
killed Alligood in an escape 
plot, expected to take up today 
with four rebuttal witnesses, 
th re e of whom ap p eared 
previously. The fourth, a bail 
bondsman, was expected to 
testify that Miss Little offered 
him sex if he would go her bail. 
“ After she was so strong — 
when Joan withstood cross ex­ 
am in atio n and her sto ry 
rem ained the same — the 
defense felt that was it. All we 
needed was to corroborate her 
testimony,” said defense attor­ 
ney James Rowan. 
Miss Little told, twice in most 
cases, her story of how Alligood 
forced her at the point of an 
icepick to submit to his sexual 
demands in her jail cell, how 


she grabbed the icepick and 
drove him away with it, and 
how he was still alive and 
standing when she fled the jail. 
She told of her e erie, 
“underground railway” exist­ 
ence for eight days thereafter, 
six of them in the house of an 
old man who hid her inside his 
feather mattress when police 
came to search the premises, 
and how she turned down two 
offers to spirit her out of the 
United States because “they 
were saying I left a man to die 
I wanted the people to know I 
wasn’t that kind of a person.” 
On Tuesday, District At­ 
torney William Griffin ham­ 
mered at Miss Little’s initial 
lack of resistance to the 62- 
year-old jailer’s advances. 
“You didn’t slap his hand 
away?” asked Griffin. “You 
didn’t scream or yell for help9” 
Finally, Miss Little snapped 
at Griffin: 
“I was scared and I didn’t 
know what to do because he 
could have killed me right then. 
If you had been a woman, you 
probably wouldn’t have known 
what to do either.” 
Alligood was found naked 
from the waist down except for 
his socks on Miss Little’s cot 


later that morning He had 11 
stab wounds in his body. But 
when she left. Miss Little said, 
“he was standing in the cor­ 
ridor.” 


She told Griffin, “It was not 
my intention for him to die. If I 
had known how many times he 
had been hit, I would have 
stayed there. I wouldn’t have 
left him there to die.”

Both were under treatment 
today at Albuquerque hospitals, 
the Environmental Improve­ 
ment Agency said 


State epidemiologist Dr. Joh­ 
nathan Mann said the woman 
was being treated with antibiot­ 
ics and “is doing well." The 
EIA said the girl was in fair 
condition.

Men who have been working 
24 hours daily to ready the giant 
rocket cleared the launch pad in 
a normal safety procedure 
when the lightning began They 
returned but had to be cleared 
again when more lightning 
began ' 
Hot weather gripped part of 
the midlands, wilting drought- 
parched crops and threatening 
livestock The mercury hit 101 
degrees at St. Louis. Tuesday — 
the hottest it's been in three 
years. 
Powerful 
thunderstorms 
swept over central portions of 
the nation early today but had 
little or no rain for most 
parched areas of the farm belt, 
where farmers are facing a se­ 
cond straight year of drought. 
The storms lumbered from 
upper Michigan through parts 
of southern Wisconsin and 
northern Illinois and extended 
over parts of Iowa and southern 
Nebraska to northern Kansas 
and eastern Colorado. 


Hundreds of black youths stone 
automobiles in Boston area 


BOSTON (U PI) - Hundreds 
of black youths, in the third day 
of racial unrest, roamed hous­ 
ing projects and streets Tues­ 
day. stoning about 60 cars. 
Police reported sporadic inci­ 
dents today. 
At least nine persons were in­ 
jured. including one white doc­ 
tor seriously injured when he 
reportedly was dragged from 
his car and beaten near Boston 
City Hospital. 
Another white doctor was 
pulled from her car by a group 
of 20 black youths but was 
rescued unharmed by older 
blacks, a hospital spokesman 
said. 
More than 200 police were 
sent into the area to help 
restore order. The outbreak 
subsided around nightfall as 
thundershowers began, but 


resumed briefly after the rain. 
“ It's kind of a hit-and-run 
situation where they stone cars 
and then take off,” said police 
Sgt. Earl Bolt. He said the 
youths gathered in groups of 
five or 10 in the housing 
projects and surrounding 
streets. 


At least two police cruisers 
were among the cars stoned, 
and one vehicle was set afire, a 
police spokesman said. Four 
whites were treated for minor 
cuts caused by flying glass 
when their cars were pelted 
with rocks, he said. 


Most of the trouble occurred 
in the area of the Mission Hill 
and Orchard Park housing 
projects and surrounding neigh­ 
borhoods in Boston’s predomi­ 
nantly black Roxburv section. 


Ag department 
seeks canning 
lid allocation 


WASHINGTON (U PlI - An 
Agriculture Department of­ 
ficial has asked state directors 
of agriculture to work out with 
distributors and retailers state- 
by-state allocations for canning 
lids. 
The appeal to state agricul­ 
ture department chiefs was is­ 
sued Tuesday by Nancy Steorts, 
consumer affairs adviser for 
the U.S. 
Department of 
Agriculture 
The lids are used by gar­ 
deners when re-using old glass 
jars to can fruits, vegetables 
and other garden produce. 
An aide said information she 
sent to state agencies indicated 
supplies available as of mid- 
June were enough to cover the 
needs of about 5.3 million 
average families during the 
rest of the canning season 
“ Unfortunately, no matter 
how many lids are placed on the 
market, there will still be some 
people who would not get all the 
lids they need However, if an 
equitable allocation of the 
remaining incoming lids can be 
set up within each state, most 
people will be able to obtain 
some lids,” Mrs. Steorts said 
“ No matter what the cause of 
the shortage," she said, “ the 
important thing is that these 
remaining lids get to the people 
who need them.” 
An aide said the total is about 
534 million lids and estimated 
that families doing home cann­ 
ing use an average of about 100 
lids apiece.

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Flames from brush fire threaten power lines 


SUNLAND. Calif 
(U PI) - 
Flames from a 4.400-acre brush 
fire today whipped within a few 
hundred yards of power lines 
carrying electricity from Hoov­ 
er Dam to Los Angeles 
Firemen began trimming dry 
brush from the steel towers to 
prevent damage to the power 
supply 
The transmission lines, which 
form one of two corridors 
bringing hydro-electric power 
into Southern California from 
the dam. were shut down Tues­ 


day when an upsurge in winds 
rekindled the five-day blaze. 
“ The lines were de-energized 
because debris, smoke and heat 
from the flames could ground 
out the lines cutting power to 
some areas," a Water and 
Power Department spokesman 
said today. 
The blaze, which twice has 
jumped across fire lines, has 
scorched thousands of acres of 
thick brush in an uninhabited 
area of the Angeles National 
Forest 30 miles north of Los 


Angeles. 
More than 1.200 fire fighters, 
including 400 U S Forest Ser­ 
vice flown in from Northern 
California, were battling the 
blaze at dawn today. 
Wayne Everett Chapman. 19, 
of nearby Saugus, arrested 
Saturday near the fire area, 
was arraigned Tuesday in Glen­ 
dale Municipal Court on arson 
charges and held in lieu of 
$20,000 bail. Investigators said 
they believe he started the six 
small fires which erupted into 


the huge fire 
Ed Waldapfel. fire informa­ 
tion spokesman, said weather 
was the major factor which 
enabled flames to jump fire 
lines that were thought to have 
contained the fire Monday and 
Tuesday. 
“ Hot temperatures in the 90s. 
very dry humidity readings and

Walker runs 3:49.4 


hints he'll improve 


GOTHENBURG, Sweden (UPI) - Only minutes after John Walker had 
obliterated the world record for the mile, he cautiously hinted of his hopes to 
improve on it.

“Of course I am very happy,” the New Zealander said after breaking the 
tape in 3:49 4 minutes at the Gothenburg Games Tuesday night, clipping 1.8 se­ 
conds from the mark Tanzania’s Filbert Bayi set May 18 in Kingston, Jamaica 
But Walker was quick to add: ”1 still have four more international meets to 
go in Europe this season and who knows what can happen?” 
T knew I could do it,” Walker said. 
He turned out quarter-miles in times of 56.3,59.2,58.0 and 56.9 seconds, along 
the way bettering the 1500-meter mark in 3:34.3 minutes. 
“This is the night I will always remember,” he said. “Thanks to the 
pacemaker, I was able to set the record.” 
The pacemaker was Sweden’s Goaran Zenermark, who took the field through 
the first two laps of the race in a torrid 1:55.5 minutes. Although Zenermark 
faded and finished out of the running, Walker kept it up and at the finish his 
closest competitor was nearly 50 yards behind, despite the fact that the next 
two men each finished under the four-minute mark 
Second place went to Ken Hall of Australia in 3:55.2 and Graham Crouch, 
also of Australia, was third in 3:56.4. Hall and Crouch were quick to con­ 
gratulate their fellow “Down-under" runner on his record performance. 
As 9,000 fans cheered him after the race by chanting “Walker, Walker, 
Walker, Walker,” the New Zealander said his success was due to good “drag 
help" from the other runners and excellent crowd support.

There is something important you 
should know if you’ve been thinking 
about getting involved in the sport of 
pigeon racing. Racing pigeons have a 
serious public relations problem. 
If you don’t believe me, go tell your 
neighbor you plan to buy a few dozen 
pigeons, house them in a loft in your 
backyard, and let them out every day for 
long training 
flights around the 
neighborhood. 
Better you should ask your neighbor if 
he would mind boarding your pet White 
Shark in his swimming pool for the sum­ 
mer. His reaction will be a mixture of 
rage, panic and scorn. 
Let’s face it: pigeons are best known 
for decorating statues and other objects, 
still and moving. 
But did you know that there is a vast 
d ifference between your average 
shiftless, no-account statue-decorating 
pigeon and your sp ecially-b red 
“homer?” 
You would no more enter a regular 
pigeon in a pigeon race than you would 
enter Dobbin the plough horse in the 
Kentucky Derby. 
According to a booklet I borrowed, 
“The modern racing pigeon is a perform­ 
ing athlete in every sense of the word. It 
is a creature of strength and muscle... It 
is an athlete with an intense love of home 
and an ability to navigate the skies built 
in by more than a century of careful 
breeding and training.” 
As anyone who follows sports these

days knows, an athlete who has both 
strength and a staunch loyalty to the 
home team is a rarity, indeed. A racing 
pigeon, regardless of his contract, would 
never consider jumping to a rival loft, no 
matter how attractive the offer. 
It’s easy to tell the difference between 
a “homer” (racing pigeon) and his non- 
athletic relative. They are the same size, 
but the homer weighs a full pound, while 
the ordinary pigeon is a mere quarter- 
pounder (excuse me, McDonald’s). The 
homer’s extra weight is hard-packed 
muscle, which you can feel by clutching 
the bird in your hand. 
That’s what I found myself doing 
recently — clutching a racing pigeon in 
my hand, getting a first-hand feel for the 
sport from one of the area’s top pigeon 
breeders and racers, Tony Valla. 
We were tromping around Tony’s 
neatly-functional lofts in the yard of his 
family’s house out on Buellton Road. 
Valla, like most top-flight (excuse the 
pun) pigeon racers, is a combination doc­ 
tor, geneticist, dietician, psychologist, 
bookkeeper, trainer and field manager. 
His pigeons win most of the races of 
the Lompoc Valley Racing Pigeon Club 
(16 wins in 22 races in the last two 
seasons), which, of course, is bound to 
cause some jealousy. 
“They razz me a lot,” says Tony. 
“Some guys quit because I win all the

time; some try harder. If you pull (ease 
up) a race, you’re cheating the birds. I 
love to win. When I first started out, I got 
beat all the time. It just made me come 
back a little bit harder.” 
Some rivals say Tony has an advantage 
in having his loft out in the country, 
where the pigeons can easily spot it from 
the air, rather than in a heavily- 
populated area. 
But there’s more to his success than 
that. Tony spends hours and hours with 
his birds. They repay his love and atten­ 
tion with speedy flights home on race 
day. 
A cooper hawk once slashed open the 
crop (near the throat) of one of Tony’s 
birds. He sewed the bird up and it went 
on to win races. Another bird had a 
throat infection which Tony treated and 
cured. 
“I’ve had birds shot, broken legs, 
everything. But I doctor ’em up and the 
following year I send ’em back. A lot of 
guys say I’m mean the way I fly birds. 
But it takes a lot to wear a good bird out. 
Good birds always come back.” 
Which brings us to the inevitable 
question: How do the birds find their 
way back home from strange locations 
up to 600 miles away. 
The answer: Instinct, strengthened by 
breeding and training. 
And if the birds suffer from bad public 
relations, they are no worse off than 
their owners. Lots of folks consider 
pigeon racing an offbeat hobby. 
When local racer Pat Geer tells people 
what she does with her spare time, 
“Usually they just laugh, they think I’m 
joking. They act like it’s really dumb. 
“They (pigeons) didn’t turn me on for 
a long time," says Geer, whose husband 
Ron introduced her to the sport. “But 
now I’m just as crazy about it as he is." 
Valla runs into the same type of reac­ 
tion. “Mostly they think it’s kind of fun­ 
ny." 
But his girlfriend, Carol Dover, ac­ 
cepts Tony’s dedication to his birds. 
“When she met me. she met my birds. 
Now I even have her training them 
sometimes. If not for her, I wouldn’t be 
on top in racing. She’s my right hand." 
Like the manager of a big league 
ballclub. Valla must deal with different 
personalities and temperaments; must 
keep the athletes in training; and must 
juggle the lineups. Each week. Tony 
must pick a starting lineup of 15 birds 
from among the 120 or so pigeons on his 
roster. 
“The secret is to know your birds,"

ner had assembled The task 
became impossible when he 
suffered a muscle strain in his 
leg during a 12-minute run on 
the first day of camp. Baker 
has been unable to practice 
since. 
The final blow was the out­ 
standing play of Godwin Turk, a 
third-round draft pick last year 
who sat out the season with an 
injured shoulder Turk has been 
one of the most impressive 
plavers in the Jets’ camp 
Also getting the bad news was 
another former starter at 
linebacker for the Jets, Mike 
Taylor Taylor, a No 1 draft 
pick out of Michigan four years 
ago. earned a starting job with 
the club in 1973 but played out 
his option and signed with the 
World Football league Detroit 
Wheels last season When that 
club folded, he made another 
try with the Jets but was out­ 
numbered.

Tony tells us “I know every bird, exact­ 
ly what it should do, and if it don't look 
right, it just don’t go in the race. 
“You have to know why one goes in (to 
the loft) faster. Either he’s hungry or 
maybe he’s got something in the nest. 
Like the hens, on short races, try to get 
back to the nest to their eggs. If two hens 
have eggs, maybe one won’t fly to eggs, 
but will fly to a baby. You got to know ex­ 
actly what a bird flies (home) to.” 
Determination, condition, and 
stupidity are among the factors to con­ 
sider. 
“Your old birds, your smart birds, 
they’ll go down in a race. Like if it starts 
to rain, they’ll go down and wait, then 
they’ll come in. Usually it’s a yearling 
that will come in and win on a hard race, 
because he's too dumb to stop. 
“Some birds come in, you’ll swear 
they never went. They’ll hop around as 
happy as can be. Other birds will come 
back and can’t even fly, they’ll be so 
worn out.” 
On race day, the birds belonging to the 
competing club members are tfucked en 
masse to the starting point and released 
at a designated time. As each bird 
returns to its loft, the owner removes its 
race band, or countermark, and inserts it 
into a pigeon clock (like a factory time 
clock) which stamps the exact time of 
arrival. 
The time is divided into the flight dis­ 
tance (different for each loft), and the 
bird with the fastest average speed wins. 


City softball results 


On a normal race, the pigeons will 
average about 40 miles per hour. But 
because they usually don’t fly like the 
proverbial crow, their actual flight speed 
is faster than the computed average. 
Birds begin training at the age of about 
three months They spend three months 
flying near the loft, getting their bear­ 
ings, then are taken out on increasingly 
longer flights until they’re ready to race. 
The training consists of “keeping them 
in shape...all year ’round. They have to 
have their lungs expanded for long races. 
You've got to keep ’em flying every 
day.” 
Birds hit power lines, become caked 
with oil, and fall into the jaws of cooper 
hawks. The casualty rate varies, but last 
year Valla lost four of the 27 birds he 
flew. 
Tony retires his birds after six years of 
competition, though some owners race 
theirs for nine. 
Keeping his birds happy, healthy, and 
race-ready has been a full-time passion 
for Valla since the age of 11, when his 
aunt gave him some pigeons 
“If I’m not at work (Grefco),“ Tony 
says, “you can catch me most of the 
time with my birds.” 
Some of his rewards are tangible. The 
17 gleaming trophies, the 200 or so 
diplomas (given to the first five finishers 
in each race). 
But mostly, the rewards are intangi­ 
ble. He just likes doing what he’s doing. 
Which is reward enough.

Without too much trouble, 
we could imagine a new form 
of international blackmail to 
be coming to the fore, at least 
as regards the United States 
and its foreign military bases. 
Indeed, the U.S. and Turkey 
are currently embroiled in 
urgent conferences as to how 
Turkey might qualify for 
American arms shipments in 
return for the control of our 
own military bases located on 
Turkish soil. 
Traditionally, the U.S. has 
kept foreign military bases all 
around the world for strategic 
reasons, whether real or im­ 
agined. Bases in the Philip­ 
pines, for instance, are used 
for supply and fuel depots; 
those in Japan and Taiwan for 
much the same purpose; and 
those in Turkey for sur­ 
veillance. 
Military outposts have been 
a part of civilization always, 


and their value is un­ 
questioned. However, in this 
day of highly sophisticated 
satellite and photographic 
technology, are those bases of 
equal value to what they once 
were? Might we find ourselves 
in the position of giving more 
than we get from the point of 
view of real value to the U.S.? 


Part of our presence in 
Southeast Asia was a result of 
strategic considerations, and 
we came away with a very 
black and bloody eye. Now, 
b e c a u s e 
T u rk ey 
used 
American-made 
weapons 
against another U.S. friend, 
Cyprus, Congress has rightful­ 
ly refused the sale of any more 
arms to Turkey. Thus do we 
lose our bases, and the Soviets 
step into the breach and supply 
all the guns the Turks want. 


The international game of 
chess goes on, and the U.S. 


finds herself, once again, up 
against the wall. 
Isolationism is an easy 
catch-all in which we could 
drown all our sorrows, in­ 
cluding those relative to 
Turkey and all those countries 
who are bound to come next, if 
not for arms, then at least for 
more money. And where will 
the game end? Either with a 
complete pull-back of all 
American foreign bases, or 
through bi-lateral agreements 
which will neither endanger 
the U.S. with others of her 
“friends” nor threaten to 
bankrupt her through the de­ 
mands of the various countries 
with whom she makes her 
agreements. Or, we might pay 
more close attention to how 
the Russians are playing the 
game, and learn. After all, 
chess is much more their 
national pastime than it is 
ours.

As it stands the state is now faced with 
the loss of federal highway allocations by 
reason of inability to furnish the required 
matching funds. This setback will 
further strap the T ransportation 
Department’s ability to cope with the 
situation which is resulting from 
diminishing state highway revenues and 
now presents a stark realism of massive 
layoffs of career employes. The latest 
figures put the numbers of those to be 
^xed pt more than 3000. This is a tragic 
number to face job losses, especially in 
times of huge unemployment and Mat- 
teny believes it can be avoided. 
The CSEA leader, who is also an at­ 
torney for the department, not only 
thinks separation of the employes from 
state service unnecessary, he sees a

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Buried in 
the files at the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare is a typed docu­ 
ment called the Mega Proposal, written 
in 1972 — and still in draft form. 
This reporter recently read through 
the draft of several hundred pages, with 
some amazement. For this in-house 
document, written by 
men high in the 
department, is both 
sensational and vague 
in its charges of inef­ 
ficiency and waste in 
the muHibillion dollar 
programs spawned 
and managed by the 
agency. 
It 
p rop oses 
widespread 
reforms, 
One group of 22 
authorities would be 
consolidated into 6. 
Another group of 47 would be slashed to 
5. And so down the line. 
The HEW S e c r e ta r y , E llio t 
Richardson, called this "the most sound­ 
ly conceived, well thought out, and far 
reaching policy initiative for which I 
have ever been responsible.” 
President Ford has correctly pin­ 
pointed the costs you and I pay in inef­ 
ficiency and higher prices for harassing 
industry with picayune regulations. 
What’s seldom mentioned by Mr. Ford 
is that our multi-billion health, educa­ 
tion, welfare and revenue sharing 
programs have the same waste and inef­ 
fectiveness due to overregulation. 
Yet the Mega Proposal, so strongly en­ 
dorsed by Richardson, and which attacks 
these problems in detail, died before it 
was born. 
And no wonder. The document’s 
typewritten pages are replete with em­ 
b arrassing statem en ts like the 
following: 
In fiscal year 1971, aid from the federal 
government financed 20 per cent of state 
and local government expenditures. The 
aid was distributed through 530 
categorical program s whose ad­ 
ministrative 
regulations, 
eligibility 


requirements and sheer number served 
to overwhelm public officials at all 
levels. 
Since 1961, the number of different 
HEW programs has tripled. Federal 
rules and regulations for this myriad of 
programs are narrow, restrictive and 
conflicting. Fifty-four programs overlap 
each other. Thirty-six overlap programs 
of other departments. 
Typically, the Vocational Education 
Act of 1963 provided for a general state 
grant for vocational education 
programs, another state grant for 
research and training in vocational 
education, another to finance exemplary 
programs and projects in vocational 
education, another for work-study 
programs for students in vocational 
education and still two more state grants 
in the vocational ed field. 
Neither federal nor state and local 
resources can be shifted from one 
narrow authority to another when the 
need arises. 
Prohibitions against joint funding or 
fund transfers make broad attacks on 
broad problems extremely difficult. 
Medicare is upside down insurance, 
providing for the everyday expenses, but 
with wide loopholes in catastrophic il­ 
lness coverage. Manpower programs are 
not well-targeted. Their purposes are not 
always clear. The needs are not always 
justifiable. 
The programs are som etim es 
counterproductive. The hundreds of 
thousands of unemployed teachers are a 
dramatic example that government 
programs to meet desired manpower 
levels by increasing the supply of 
teachers was misdirected. 
Two former HEW officials associated 
with the Mega Proposal are now profes­ 
sors — John M. Seidle is at the Stanford 
Business School and Laurence E. Lynn, 
Jr., is at Harvard University. To the sur­ 
prise and discomfiture of at least some 
officials at HEW, they’re now cir­ 
culating the guts of the document two- 
and-a-half-years later, something which 
the Department of Health Education and 
Welfare has yet to do.

by minimizing the numbers slated to be 
severed. 
First off he wants a freeze mandated 
by the governor or the legislature on all 
state hiring to ensure that those in the 
department who face layoff will be 
provided every opportunity for employ­ 
ment in other state agencies. This « 1 vi­ 
sions relaxation of present job specifica­ 
tions and greater use of the training and 
development concept. That permits the 
employment of persons not fully meeting 
all requirements, allowing them to 
acquire the necessary skills on the job. 
To facilitate the transition of employes 
from one position to another Matteny has 
proposed a computerized skills inventory 
of all 16,000 department employes. Such 
a program would give instant informa­ 
tion of secondary skills possessed by 
each employe thus permitting their as­ 
similation into other state jobs. 
While Matheny supports legislation 
authored by Assemblyman LeRoy 
Greene, AB 2164, which would grant 
special retirement benefits for those fac­ 
ing layoff and thereby permit early 
retirement, he says that is only a small 
segment of the overall problem. 
Actually, proposals such as that con­ 
tained in SB 100 by Senator James Mills 
which would increase highway revenues 
are seen to be the ultimate answer. The 
Mills bill would increase gasoline taxes 
by one cent per gallon and raise $100 
million. Other suggestions for switching 
the taxes from unit taxes to dollar 
amounts to provide for revenue in­ 
creases to parallel inflation have also 
been advanced. 
But hopes for tax increases for road 
funds have been chilled by Governor 
Brown who is holding firm against any 
tax raises through 1976. Whether public 
sentiment can influence the governor to 
alter his view in the case of road taxes is 
questionable. Nevertheless, with their 
backs to the wall, the CSEA believes a 
campaign to arouse the public as to the 
highway needs, and the impacts which 
will arise if the state fails to meet these 
needs, is worth a try. 
For immediate relief of the highway 
construction program Matheny sees the 
* possibility of convincing the federal 
government to waive matching fund 
requirements and grant California’s 
highway allocations without them. 
“If the federal government would 
credit the state with what it has spent 
since 1956 in excess of the required 
matching funds for each allocation we 
more than qualify for allotments for the 
next several years,” he said. So, at the 
moment, the targets appear to be 
California’s congressmen. Attempts will 
be made to rally them to support the idea 
of giving back-credit for state funds 
already spent in excess of the required 
matching funds.

Hard on the heels of a dispatch from 
this quarter detailing the irrefutable 
logic of the conviction of Alger Hiss 
comes the order from the Massachusetts 
Supeme Judicial Court reinstating Mr. 
Hiss to the practice of the law in Mas­ 
sachusetts. The opinion of the Chief 
Judge, Mr. Joseph Tauro, is a beacon of 
confusion. If it sets the 
tone of Massachusetts 
justice, one can con­ 
clude that that is the 
only state in which 
Alger Hiss is fit to 
practice law. 
When 
la st 
November Hiss ap­ 
plied for reinstate­ 
ment, the State Board 
of Bar O verseers 
heard the appeal, 
__ 
meditated on it. ex­ 
pressed “ personal 
sympathy” for Hiss, commending his 
"upright and persuasive bearing,” but 
concluded that he should not be readmit­ 
ted — "so long as the petitioner asserts 
his innocence.” 
But the Supreme Judicial Court said 
that to reason thusly was to suspend Hiss 
in a "cruel quandary.” "Simple fairness 
and fundamental justice demand that the 
person who believes he is innocent 
though convicted should not be required 
to confess to a criminal act he honestly 
believes he did not commit.” 
Now that happens to be a revolutionary 
doctrine, always assuming that Judge 
Tauro uses words with the kind of care 
judges are supposed to give to the use of 
words. I happen to believe that disbar­ 
ment for life is too severe a punishment 
to administer to anybody for almost any 
crime. It has the effect of all but depriv­ 
ing a man of the means of earning his liv­ 
ing. 
If Judge Tauro had said that Hiss had 
suffered enough as a penalty for the sins 
he committed in lying in 1948, I’d have 
agreed with him. But carried away by 
his compassion, Judge Tauro ended in a 
rhetorical overdrive that propelled him 
into sheer mindlessness. Hiss does not 
"honestly believe” be did not commit a 
crime. To suggest as the judge did that 
Hiss does so believe, is to suggest that 
Hiss is incapacitated from the practice 
of law in virtue ot his utter inability a) to 
recall his own activities during the 30’s 
and b) to weigh the evidence furnished 
against him at his own trial. Does Judge 
Tauro believe that Hiss “honestly 
believes” that the federal courts, and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, and 
presumably even the President of the 
United States, concerted to frame Alger 
Hiss? Because that is exactly what Hiss 
alleges in effect. If he honestly alleges 
that, then he is qualified not to practice 
law in Massachusetts, but to stroll in the 
gardens of cuckooland, always assuming 
there is a difference. 
Why didn’t Judge Tauro at least take 
the precaution of asking Hiss if he would 
submit to a truth test? That way he could 
have d iscovered w hether H iss 
“honestly” believed himself to be guilty. 
There is, to be sure, the difficulty that if 
the test had been negative, Judge Tauro 
would have been required to ponder the 
question whether a criminal who 
believes himself to be non-criminal has 
any business practicing law in Mas­ 
sachusetts. 
We get to a higher order of complica­ 
tion. Marxian ethics is very clear on the 
answer* itself 
subject of truth and non-truth. Truth is 
defined as that which enhances the 
revolutionary struggle. If Mr. Hiss is 
still a Communist, and one supposes that 
this is the most plausible explanation for 
his behavior, then he doesn’t believe that 


he was guilty. Stalin never believed 
himself to be guilty. Nor, as a matter of 
fact, did Hitler. They were all struggling 
to arrive at a "higher truth." 


There is the further point, neglected by 
Judge Tauro. If Hiss honestly believes 
himself to be innocent, and if the word 
"honestly” is used in the conventional, 
extra-ideological sense, then he honestly 
believes that the courts in this country 
are entirely corrupt. Every argument on 
the basis of which Hiss has asserted his 
innocence has been thoroughly examined 
by Judge Tauro’s peers in the Federal 
court system, and unanimously the ver­ 
dict has been that Hiss was fairly tried. 


And this leads one to a final point. In 
being summoned to compassion for 
Alger Hiss, why is no thought given to his 


victims? If Hiss is innocent, then Judge 
Tom Murphy is a swine. To say nothing 
of Whittaker Chambers. Yes, he is dead 
these many years, but his widow is not, 
nor his two children. Mrs. Chambers, a 
reclusive woman of great idealism and 
tenderness, testified in detail about her 
friendship with Hiss and his family, and 
supplied many of the details that gave 
circumstantial strength to a case finally 
settled by irremovable proof. Hiss’ 
maintenance of his own guilt necessarily 
suggests a foul complicity by Mrs. 
Chambers among others in his convic­ 
tion. Judge Tauro manifestly gave no 
thought to these ethical parsings of his 
decision. Well, it is better, after all. that 
his decision, given the result, should 
have been thoughtless rather than con­ 
sidered.

In a nationwide survey 
of 23,000 high school high 
achievers, 7If said their

lege of their choice. 


The students, represent­ 
ing 20,000 of the country’s 
24,000 high schools are 
among 250,000 outstanding 
youngsters 
recommended 
for listing in WHO’S WHO 
AMONG AMERICAN 
HIGH SCHOOL STU- 
DENTS, Northbrook, 111. 


While it’s not surprising 
that good students give 
their schools good grades, 
educators also can expect 
demands for student power 
from student leaders. Nine 
out of ten thought students 
should have a voice in 
planning the high school 
curriculum, and over half 
said students should be 
consulted in decisions on 
hiring or retaining teachers. 


But 
educators 
needn’t 
blanch at the thought of 
student takeovers; the kids 
were generally approving. 
Over half felt their high 
school subjects were rele­ 
vant. On college entrance 
exams, only 18% placed be­ 
low their expectations or 
the qualifying level of the 
college of their choice; and 
of this group, just 30% 
would blame their high 
school for their poor show­ 
ing. 
Economics allowing, 96% 
planned to continue their 
education. Though 68% had 
an A average (98% B or bet­ 
ter), only 44% will receive 
scholarship aid. Four out of 
five said they would have 
to work full or part-time.

In fact, student answers 
underline the impact stag­ 
flation has had on the fin­ 
ancial plight of private col­ 
leges. Over a quarter of 
these 
bright 
youngsters 
said economic conditions 
might prevent their attend­ 
ing college, and 47% said 
their choice of school was 
affected. 


With the value of a high­ 
er education being ques­ 
tioned in print and on the 
air, the reasons these stu­ 
dents plan to attend college 
are interesting. Over three- 
quarters say they are going 
both 
to 
“develop 
their 
minds and increase their 
awareness" — and to get a 
good job. Sixty-eight per­ 
cent already have a definite 
career goal in mind.

POLITICS: 
Attitudes 


toward politicians hit an 
all-time low. Only 12% felt 
their elected representa­ 
tives are persons of honor 
and integrity — compared 
to 00% in the pre-Watergate 
year of 1972. This doesn’t 
represent an anti-Republi- 
can backlash: 73% of the 
students thought most ma­ 
jor political campaigns in­ 
volve espionage in which 
punishable crimes are com­ 
mitted by both parties. As 
a result, 83% have forsaken 
party labels and adopted 
an independent/split ticket 
approach to voting. 


RELIGION: Religion is 
one institution that hasn’t 
been damaged by events

few years. 
Eighty-eight percent be­ 
lieved there is a God or Su­ 
preme Being, 82% felt re­ 
ligion is relevant in today’s 
society and 74% considered

The "sexual revolution” has 
had some impact since the 
first WHO’S WHO survey 
was conducted in 1970. In 
that year, 16% said they had 
participated in premarital 
sex; this year 29% had done 
so. However, 60% of the 
men and 53% of the girls 
said 
they would 
prefer 
their husband or wife to be 
a virgin when they marry, 
and 81% favor the tradition­ 
al marriage contract. 


DRUGS AND ALCO­ 
HOL: Student leaders may 
not be using the drugs cur­ 
rently flooding the country 
— but their friends are. Al­ 
most three - fourths 
said 
they had not used mari­ 
juana, and only 19% would 
use it if it were legalized. 
Over 90% have never used 
hard drugs and do not ap­ 
prove of them. However, 
44% said they socialize with 
friends who carry drugs on 
their persons or in their 
cars. 
What you can increas­ 
ingly expect to find at stu­ 
dent parties is some form 
of alcohol. Wine is the fa­ 
vorite student tipple, used 
by 81%, followed by beer 
(73%) and hard liquor.

Concerns range from 
where they came from, at 
kindergarten age, to their 
mental health, at high 
school level. 


The nearer students get 
to puberty, the more they 
are concerned about their 
own development.

Eight and nine-year olds 
may worry about death and 
accidents,

Junior high school stu­ 
dents manifest a need to 
communicate better with 
their parents, plus a con­ 
cern with their social life 
and personal appearance.

challenging route on a cer­ 
tain day while sponsors pay 
them so much a mile. Each 
jogger, whose participation 
has been okayed by his 
doctor, is sponsored by a 
different merchant or or­ 
ganization, and wears the 
sponsor’s shirt or identify­ 
ing insignia. 


Jogging is 
particularly 
timely because it is such a 
good way to get into shape 
for a new season of sports. 
Whether a student prefers 
team sports such as football 
and basketball or individ­ 
ual sports such as tennis, 
there’s nothing like running 
to develop legs, good wind, 
and all-over stamina. By 
staging a fund-raising jog, 
students can do themselves 
a favor physically as well 
as financially. 


To interest the public 
and get coverage for both 
the event and its support­ 
ing 
sponsors, 
publicity 
should be planned for all 
local media. One student 
should act as publicity di­ 
rector, to coordinate efforts 
of the joggers, the school 
administration, the spon­ 
sors, and the media. To 
make this plan run smooth­ 
ly, the publicity director 
will need two or three non­ 
joggers to work as a com­ 
mittee. 


First the joggers, then 
sponsors are signed up. 
About two weeks before 
the marathon, a brief an­ 
nouncement story should 
be mailed to all the media.

The story should specify 
the objectives of the fund­ 
raising effort and give the 
date, time, and exact loca­ 
tion of the run. Contrib­ 
uting sponsors should be 
mentioned and their jog­ 
gers listed by name. Be 
sure to include on the re­ 
lease the name and phone 
number of the publicity di­ 
rector as contact for the 
media. Two or three days 
before the marathon, call 
the newspapers and sta­ 
tions to check their prefer­ 
ence for time and place to 
watch the joggers. Offer to 
help in any way possible. 
If the marathon is covered 
“live”, it will undoubtedly 
mean additional contribu­ 
tions from listeners and 
viewers. 


This fund-raising jog can 
be quite a lesson for stu­ 
dents in how to put on a 
successful promotion. Suc­ 
cess of the project depends 
on careful attention to all 
the details, foreseeing how 
often the runners will need 
to make rest stops, and set­ 
ting up refreshment facili­ 
ties at pre-arranged places. 
For quick energy an hour 
or so before the marathon, 
give runners the instant 
breakfast of the 1976 Olym­ 
pics in Montreal, Carnation 
Instant Breakfast. It may 
be served either hot or cold. 
A team of students with 
thermoses 
with

re­ 
freshing pick-up drink can 
also be waiting for the run­ 
ners at each refreshment 
stop.

KIDS’ SCHOOL 
WARDROBES 
NEEDN’T COST 
A BUNDLE 


Few children stop grow­ 
ing long enough to be able 
to wear the same clothes 
one year that they wore the 
last. So the start of a new 
school term often means it’s 
time to outfit the kids with 
new wardrobes. 


If you’ve several children 
in your family, you’re prob­ 
ably already taking advan­ 
tage of hand-me-downs for 
rounding - out their ward­ 
robes.

One way to save is by 
dressing the kids in co-or­ 
dinates. If each shirt or

Another way is to cut 
down on clothes - cleaning 
bills. Although some chil­ 
dren’s clothes are made 
from wash and wear ma­ 
terials, 
others, 
such 
as 
sweaters, woolens, jackets 
and coats, need to be dry 
cleaned. You can cut down 
on these bills by using K2r 
Spot-lifter to get rid of 
many spots and stains on 
non-washable fabrics.

The light bulb, the steam­ 
boat, the telephone — the 
school photograph. 


When 
Henington 
first 
snapped a shutter in a 
small rural school at Oyster 
Creek, near Wolfe City in 
Texas, 
it’s 
doubtful 
he 
knew how popular school 
pictures would become. In 
fact, on that first occasion 
in the early 1900s, only 12 
photographs could be sold 
or traded for produce. 


But it was an idea Amer­ 
icans liked. And business 
boomed for Henington. By 
the late 1940s he was called 
the Wizard of Wolfe City 
or, alternately, the Cam­ 
era King of Texas. And 
school photography spread 
throughout the country. 


There have been many 
changes in school pictures 
since 
Henington’s 
early 
days; Natural color replaces 
black-and-white or tinted 
photos. Children are en­ 
couraged to dress comfort­ 
ably and relax for the 
camera. Artistic backdrops 
and rustic props are used. 
Full-length or three-quar­ 
ter 
views 
often 
replace 
the 
standard 
head-and- 
shoulder shots. 


But the basic concept 
hasn’t changed. The profes­ 
sional 
photographer still 
comes to the school or some 
other central location, sets 
up his equipment and pho­ 
tographs all the children in 
a well-organized, smoothly- 
run photography session. 
To insure good pictures, 
professional photographers 
offer 
these 
pointers 
for 
parents: 


• Select an outfit for 
your child that is neat, com­ 
fortable and colorful. Avoid 
bold patterns, turtlenecks 
which “creep” up, large 
hows or scarfs or ties which 
never stay put. 


• Plan an outfit that 
looks neat from top to bot­ 
tom - including shoes - so 
the whole child will look 
nice if full-length or three- 
quarter views are being 
taken. • 


• Make sure haircuts are 
a week old to avoid that 
“freshly shorn” look. 


• Style long hair in a 
fashion that stays in place. 
For girls, this may mean 
pony tails or braids, rib­ 
bons or barrettes. For boys, 
this may mean recently- 
trimmed hangs. 


• Send child to school

Hairdressers had their 
doubts.
